MONTREAL , (CUP)-More 
than 140 professors have not 
had their contracts renewed by 
the UQAM administration, a 
SPUQ spokesperson said earli- 
er this week. 

Because the union considers 
the administration's reasons 
for non-renewal inadequate, 
union spokesman Michel Van 
Schendel said that le Syndicat 
des Professeurs de l'Université 
du Québec (SPUQ) have 
decided to fight for those 
concerned. - 

The union position means no 
strike settlement will be 
possible until the administra- 
tion justifies the non-renewals. 

Other issues to be settled 
before the strike, can end 
include the payment of full 
salary to maintenance workers 
who refused to cross SPUQ 
picket lines. .

have received 57 percent of 
their salaries, which amounts 
to a loss of six weeks' salary, 
according to Van Schendel. 

The toughest battle ahead for 
the union, said Van 'Schendel, 
will be "the protocol of the 
return to work". The back-to- 
work agreement stands as the 
last unsettled clause. 

Questions concerning the 
extension of the academic year 
remain unanswered. 

"Should we returnto work", £ 
said Van Schendel,' "we are 
concerned about students ob- ~ 
tainlng financial aid to make up q- 
for the loss of summer 
earnings".

"Our schools serve the ruling 
classes," affirmed Yvon Char- 
bonneau, President of the 
Centrale des Enseignants du 
Québec (CEQ) -at Loyola 
yesterday. "Since 1965 the 
school system has been ration- 
alized, centralized, better e- 
quipped, yet students of 
working class background are 
not better served." 

Charbonneau argued the 
school system was producing 
technologically trained man- 
power. Nowadays, students are 
forced to specialize at an early 
âge to the detriment of thèir 
general formation. With early 
specialization, the student 
coming from a culturally 
deprived milieu is at a loss. 
According to Charbonneau, a 
liberal arts formation up to the 
college level should be manda- 
tory so that all students can 
learn to criticize the society in 
which they live. 

In the past ten years, the 
CEQ has. been active in initia- 
ting debate in Quebec and in 
"promoting progressive trans- 
formations in the actual orders 
of things." 

Charbonneau welcomed the 
advent of the PQ government. 
"It is very clear that Levesque 



will not change the order of 
society," said Charbonneau, 
"but his government is just and 
receptive to the needs of the 
people." Although the CEQ 
does not officially support any 
one party, several of its 
members had been active in the 
PQ's electoral campaign. 

Looking back over the 
union's eventful history, Char- 



bonneau viewed the Bourassa 
government as a '"whip", using 
the Judiciary branch to prevent 
unions from exercising their 
right to strike. During the last 
two rounds of negotiations, In 
1972 and 1976, the Liberals. 

! oppressive legislation had 
made confrontation not a 
matter of choice but one of 
need. 



Concerning the controversial 
language issue, Charbonneau 
hopes for one integrated, uni- 
fied school system in which 
French would be the official 
language of instruction. In 
such a system, Quebec-born 
anglophones would retain their 
schools but immigrants would 
be oriented towards the French 
sector. 



Bilingualism in Louisiana

French teaching programmes 
are expanding in Louisiana's 
grade schools, stated an 
American professor speaking 
here yesterday afternoon. 

Professor Ruth Bradley, from 
the University of Southwestern 
Louisiana and organizer of Title 
Seven, a US government-funded 
bilingual education project, 
was speaking at a meeting 
organized by the Faculties of 
Education and Geography. 

Professor Bradley explained, 
that the American federal 
government had passed a bill in economy, histo 



State subsidizes CODOFIL 
(Council for the Development of 
French in Louisiana). Both 
organizations work together, 
but Title Seven also has a 
Spanish programme in New 
Orleans. 

From kindergarten to grade 
seven, the children involved in 
the projects receive 60 percent 
of their courses in English and 
40 percent in French. Apart 
from the compulsory subjects 
like Maths and' English, the 
pupils also learn about their 
culture's

1968, providing bilingual edu- 
cation throughout the country. 
First adopted to respond to the 
demands of Spanish-Ameri- 
cans, it has now been expanded 
to include the teaching of French 
in New England and Louisiana, 
as well as some 50 other 
languages, including native In- 
dian in other regions. 

Title Seven is not the only 
project devoted to bilingual 
education in Louisiana. Other 
than the federal program, the 



(both international and Cajun). 

Ruth Bradley explained the 
social context in which the 
programme was carried out. X 
Children come mostly from 
low-income families and were 
often told, by non-Cajuns that 
their culture was inferior and 
that they spoke substandard 
French and English. Both 
parents and children had 
previously had a low esteem of 
their language and culture. 
Parents have been reluctant to 
send their children to bilingual 



schools because they would 
remain second-class citizens. 

The organization of bilingual 
schools was often difficult 
because of competing political 
and religious associations. 

Government bureaucracy 
slowed down work because of 
the amount of time taken to 
study each project. Professor 
Bradley pointed out that due to 
these factors the establishment 
of every new bilingual school is 
an adventure. Contributing to 
this are the varied reactions of 
parents and local authorities 
from town to town. 

The hiring of qualified 
bilingual teachers was difficult. 
Native teachers spoke French 
at home, because they were 
trained In English they could 
not teach written and standard 
French. Teachers come from 
Québec, France, Belgium and 
other Francophone countries to 
help native teachers. 

After overcoming initial pro- 
blems, the programme is 
functioning quite well, Profes- 
sor Bradley stated. The

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Champlain teachers vote 
against FNEQ 



Kung altered by 
means of production

The Champlain tèachers' 
association voted against the 
one-day walkout planned for 
February 8th. The walkout 
recommended by FNEQ was 
aimed at supporting the 
teachers at the strike-bound 
Université de Québec à 
Montréal (UQAM). 

The UQAM strike began 
September 7th and affects 
some 23,000 students and 500 
professors along with main- 
talnance staff and regular 
auxiliary personnel. 

Although recent reports may 
have suggested that the des- 
pute was resolved there still 
remains two major stumbling 
blocks. 

The first is the number of 
teaching assistants demanded 
by the Syndicat des profes- 
seurs de l'Université de Québec 
(SPUQ). The original demand 
was the addition of 105 new 
teaching assistants over a three 
year period, the union eventu- 
ally compromised and accepted 
the administration's offer or 74. 
The latest offer however, re- 
duces this number to 46, an 



offer SPUQ sees as "totally 
unacceptable". 

The second 'impasse' re- 
volves around union demands 
for a greater representation on 
the university's academic coun- 
cil (the body which decides on 
the university curriculum and 
academic affairs). The union 
again compromised and ac- 
cepted the 'status quo' as a 
reasonable representation. The 
administration In it's "final" 
offer has reduced faculty repre- 
sentation on the academic 
council. SPUQ Interprets these 
actions as a reflection of the 
administration's "functionalist 
approach". 

Marc Lalonde, representative 
for SPUQ claimed that these 
steps were intended to "break 
the union" and that government 
appointed negociators were 
allowing "the Liberal govern- 
ment's policies to persist". 

"Clearly, PQ policies have 
not filtered down to the techno- 
crats yet", noted Lalonde. 

ANOTHER STUMBLING 
BLOCK? 

Both sides claim to have 



conceded a number of points 
with respect to the collective 
agreement; even if these differ- 
ences are resolved there still 
remains another barrier— the 
return-to-work agreement. 

Since the strike began 140 
professors have received no- 
tices of dismissal, roughly 30% 
of the faculty at UQAM. 
APUQ's position is firm— these 
teachers must be re-hired 
before they return to work. The 
union has also adopted a firm 
stand with respect to the 
auxiliary personnel. Adminis- 
tration has offered them 57% of 
their lost revenue. SPUQ 
demands 100%. 

So the UQAM saga contin- 
ues, the February 8th walkout 
has been accepted by four 
Montreal area CEGEPs, and 
Champlain teachers show little 
more than moral support. 

The $500 donation from the 
Champlain Teachers' Associa- 
tion enables SPUQ to buy each 
of itsl members a pack of 
cigarettes, it looks like they're 
going to need some form of 
support in the days to come. 

Well, Tuesday is 'business as 
usual' at Champlain College.

Professor Richard Lee of the 
University of Toronto termed 
the Kung Bushmen of South 
Africa one of the "least sexist 
hunting-gathering societies" 
known when he spoke at McGill 
yesterday. 

The "relative equality of the 
sexes" stems from the wo- 
mens' superiority in gathering 
food: "the women bring in 
larger shares of food and do so 
more efficiently," he commen- 
ted. 

Due to their ability to "pull 
their own weight," Professor 
Lee continued the King women 
possess some political power, 
participate in campflre discus- 
sions, can be members of King 
landholding collectives and can 
initiate their own divorces 
(something which women do 
far more frequently than men). 
Also, rape is unknown among 
the King. 

Lee was quick to add, 
however, that all is not rosy 
among the Kung, and they 
should not be exemplified as a 
symbol of "primitive commun- 
ism or egalitarianism." He 
pointed out that men tend to 
dominate the fireside meet- 
ings, the senior member of any 
land holding co-operative is a 
man, and polygamy is almost 
exclusively practised by the 
men. Lee maintains that the 
relative position of importance 
of the Kung women as the main 
food provider "should chal- 
lenge male dominant view of 
human evolution that the male 
(hunter) is at the centre, while 



woman is just along for the 
ride." 

The Kung come in close 
contact with the Bantu herders 
in South Africa, the professor, 
continued, and when Kung 
hunters choose to become 
sedentary they live with the 
Bantu. At this point, Lee noted 
the relative equality of the 
sexes breaks down. The Kung 
men go herding with the 
Bantu men; while the women 
stay at the herding posts with 
the Bantu women. 

The women, who In the 
regular Kung pattern of life, do 
most of the gathering of nuts 
and roots, thus lose their 
economic importance. Lee 
claimed that the Bantu sex 
roles become apparent in the 
Kung children born in Bantu 
herding posts: the boys go 
herding with their fathers while 
the girls stay home with their 
mothers. 

As hunters and gatherers, 
the Kung women normally give 
birth in four-year spans, and, 
according to Lee, "when the 
Kung nurse, they really nurse." 
The child is not weaned until he 
is 3-4 years old; this prolonged 
nursing seems to suppress 
ovulation and acts as a natural 
form of birth control," observed 
Lee. When born in Bantu 
camps, however, the Kung 
children are weaned sooner on 
cow milk and grains and the 
women start producing child- 
ren at two year intervals, which 
Lee sees as a "serious 
adjustment problem for the 
women." 



Church pluralism sheds 
negative definition

Professor Fahey of Concor- 
dia University stressed the 
importance of pluralism In the 
ecumenical movements of the 
church during the' last 15 years 
In a lecture to 7 people at 
McGill yesterday. "Althouth the 
term pluralism can refer to an 
unhealthy experience of life, 
sinful divesiveness, it can also 
refer to the healthy and rich 
dimensions of human life", 
Fahey claimed. 

He explained that pluralism 
has always existed in the 
church and "Is founded In the 
mystery of Christ" but the 
complexity of modern life has 
increased Its significance. This 
changing attitude Is evident In 
the Roman Catholic church 
especially because pluralism 
had! -until now. -» secular and 
negaifv'e deflnftlohs, Fahey 
continued. Yet changes. In the 
liturgy.; and iifcthô;? church's 
relationship to society as a 
whole have altered its way of 
thinking. 

The recently published Ve- 
nice Document lends support 
to Fahey's theory for it 
perceives dogmatic formula- 
tions as being "responses to 
particular questions". There- 
fore, Fahey concluded, if the 



questions are no longer 
relevant then the creeds 
decrease in doctrinal' Impor- 
tance. 

Professor Fahey feels that 
Christians today "must have 
the courage to think out loud 
and in public In order to have 
any results". He went on to say 
that dialogue between different 
communities "must change our 
understanding of what unity 



would be". 

Fahey reaffirmed the basic' 
ecumenical tenet that, rather 
that seek conformity, "the 
church should strive to main- 
tain unity in diversity. "Differ- 
ences should be celebrated 
rather than played down". He 
noted that what has happened 
too often in the past is the 
"psychological excommunica- 
tion of the other".

News of the Soviet Govern- 
ment's recent release of polit- 
ical prisoner Leonid Pliouchtch 
confirms that international 
public opinion works to liberate 
political prisoners. 

Pliouchtch had been arrested 
for his human rights activities 
in July 1973, and sent to a 
psychiatric hospital after his 
actions had been "diagnosed" 
by the state as being "schlzo- 
phrnèic": A committee of math- 
ematicians was formed in 
France with the cooperation of 
Amnesty International and like- 



minded groups to alert and 
mobilize public opinion against 
the Soviet practice. 

Mr. Pliouchtch appealed to 
those who had supported the 
campaign for his release to 
continue their activities on 
behalf of other Soviet political 
prisoners, including those in 
the special psychiatric hospi- 
tals, where prisoners were 
isolated, drugged and under- 
nourished. 

A meeting organized In Paris 
on Oct. 23, 1975 touched off 
the campaign. The media gave 
full coverage including a tele- 
vision interview of the wife of 
the Russian physicist and 
dissenter Sakharov. The cam- 
paign was a success and he 
was free on Jan. 8, 1976.

The Editor replies: While a 
separate unit, Daily Sports 
subscribes to the Daily's gen- 
eral policy of maintaining a 
critical perspective of the sub- 
jects the newspaper covers. 
Within the realm of campus 
sports, this principle has been 
translated as a commitment to 
report on details of current 
McGIII athletic events in as 
rigid Journalistic fashion as 
possible. It must be 'noted, 
though, that individual report- 
ers' styles have taxed any de- 
sired standards implied by the 
latter principle. 

The policy of Dally Sports 
this year has been to publish 
news of McGIII sports events 
which are of the greatest gener- 
al interest to the Daily's reader- 
ship. As such, the specilic 
focus has been almost exclu- 
sively on intercollegiate sports 
to the detriment of othei 
aspects of the athletic program 
at MbGill. This has been the 
policy despite a greater sym- 
pathy for the less competitive 
and recreational objectives of 
the Intermural program. 

Within the foregoing, an 
attempt has also been made to 
have as comprehensive and 
balanced coverage as possible 
of those subjects selected lor 
coverage. It is believed that this 
year's Dally Sports has at least 
adequately surveyed McGill's 
intercollegiate teams although 
there was not an article every 
day during the autumn on the 
Redmen football team as one of 
Its players suggested, nor has 
the Redmen basketball team 
had as much space as those 
associated with it (eel they 
need. 

The Dally Is not an organ of 
the McGIII Athletics Depart- 
ment and thus the Dally not 
accountable to it or anyone 



associated with it lor the con- 
tent of the newspaper. An inde- 
pendent campus newspaper is 
a necessity— a necessity which 
is only underlines by the sen- o 
ates's rejection of an amend- g 
ment to the Students' Society « 
Consltltution which would have 
made the Dally accountable to 
the Students' Society, the body 
which normally funds the Dally. 

The use of the word "promot- 
ing" by Mr. Beaudin carries 
with it dangerous connotations 
in view of the foregoing. While 
Dally Sports is committed to 
promote anything related to 
McGIII within the parameters of 
the above policy, it does not 
intend to engage in public 
relations on behalf of McGill's 
intercollegiate teams as Mr. 
Beaudin seems to expect. Dally 
Sports' prime objective is seen 
as reporting the news as It 
happened with occasional fea- 
tures to highlight related sub- 
jects. Given this much, the 
McGIII student body can decide 
for itself whether or not support 
an Intercollegiate team: 

Daily Sports, while recogniz- 
ing proficiency and success, 
has consciously attempted to 
avoid placing McGill's Intercol- 
legiate athletes on a pedestal, 
much as the commercial media 
tend to dp with the sports they 
cover. While we may some- 
times be inadvertent in cover- 
ing sports, such a build-up 
largely serves to benefit the 
egos of the athletes in question 
and detracts from what the 
Dally views as being the 
purpose of athletic activity. 

It also may be noted that the 
commercial media has only this 
season seen fit to cover the 
Redmen basketball team to the 
extent which they have because 
they are winning. Meanwhile, 
In years past it was incumbent 
upon the Dally to report on 
losing, albeit often respect- 
able, performances as best as 
possible in a somewhat muted 
"objective" fashion.

SPUQ, now on strike for 
more than three months, 
struggling for the democrati- 
zation of the university and 
vielng to reorient post- 
secondary education away 
from private entreprise, is 
being slighted by the 
so-called "neutrality" of the 
government in the conflict. 

On November 15, hoping 
that, the new government 
would display their "preju- 
dices favorable to workers", 
the union hoped to see the 
PQ intervene in the conflict 
with a solution favorable to 
the professors; but the PQ 
remained silent. 

Four days after the 
election, the CNTU, and the 
SPUL (Syndicat des profes- 
seurs à -Laval) demanded 
from the new government 
the official repudiation of 
liberal education policies 
and intervention to force the 
UQAM administration to 
negotiate on the basis of the 
union demands. 

Some ten days later, the 
three Quebec labour unions 
(CNTU-CEQ-QFL) made the 

same demand during a press 
conference and did not get 
any results. 

On December 28, Jacques 
Yvan Morin declared that, 
respecting the autonomy of 
universities, the PQ 
government would not inter- 
fere in the UQAM confljct. 
The PQ advised the adminis- 
tration to arrive at salarial 
concessions within the 
present governmental norms 
in education. 

After Levesque stated at

the U of M, that the present 
government would not inter- 
vene In the UQAM conflict, 
two PQ MNAs, Guy Bisalllon 
and Gilbert Paquette infor- 
med SPUQ that they did not 
endorse the positions taken 
by the PQ in the conflict and 
that they favoured the integral 
demands of the non-aca- 
demic staff while the admin- 
istration merely offered them 
57.14% of their demands. 



Faced with eroding sup- 
port of their position, the PQ 
government reacted by re- 
questing the Council of 
Ministers to investigate the 
role and the "mission" of 
universities, promising to re- 
lease the results of the 
investigation within two 
years. This task force im- 
plies that the PQ views the 
question of labour relations 
as separate from that of 
university structures. 

SPUQ stated that the 
so-called neutrality of the 
PQ government, in fact 
supports the administration, 
whereas according to its 



platform and pre-election 
declarations the PQ should 
force the administration to 
negotiate on the basis of 
the union's demands. 

By objectively supporting 
the status quo within the 
structures of education in 
Quebec, the PQ defends such 
theses as the Després Re- 
form, which aims at further- 
ing the subservlance of post- 
secondary education to pri- 
Industry and would compro- 
mise the recent controls 
acquired by professors on 
the direction of research and 
teaching. 

The premier declared at 
the U of M that he would not 
treat public universities 
more favorable than he does 
private ones. This is in direct 
contradiction to the platform 
on which he was elected. 

It seems that Quebecers 
may have to wait longer for 
their "more humane society" 
that they were anticipating 
when they voiced their 
confidence in Levesque at 
the polls.

statement In the Reporter, 
claiming that Roger Robillard 
was the Acting President of the 
Students' Society, a McGIII 
Daily journalist asked who had 
appointed Robillard to the 
prestigious position. Robillard, 
also a member of the Advisory 
Policy Committee and ex- 
Chairperson of the Interim 
Policy Committee (IPC) which 
was dissolved in the September 
8, 1975 Senate meeting, ans- 
wered the question by claiming 
that when the IPC was dissol- 
ved, he was left without a seat 
In Senate. Because the Stu- 
dents' Society President nor- 
mally holds a seat in Senate 
and because it was vacant, as 
there was no Society President 
at that time, the executive of 



the Senate saw fit to appoint 
Robillard to the position of 
Acting Students' Society Presi- 
dent. "I was the closest thing to 
Students' Society President so 
I got the seat", he said. 

In the September Senate 
meeting, Robillard presented a 
motion to continue the Stu- 
dents' Society trusteeship for 
at least another year. The 
motion was defeated, yet Ro- 
billard was all too happy to 
accept the vacant Senate seat 
that is normally held by the 
President of the Students' 
Society.

number of bilingual schools are 
increasing, and all grades of 
elementary school are taught. 
The project is still experimental 



initially; only some schools in 
a town will receive bilingual 
education and as their success 
is proven, the number will 
gradually increase. 

The schools are not com- 
posed exclusively "of French 
children, because of the Amer- 
ican laws forbidding segrega- 
tion. Some non-French chil- 
dren also attend the bilingual 
schools and participate with 
Ihe Cajun children in the 
program. 

The results of the program 
are already felt even though it 
dates only from 1971. Children 
are now prouder of their lan- 
guage and culture and have 
belter grades because the pro- 
gramme is suited to their 
needs.
